CCF in NK and to help oaiataiD. the eoabat efficiency and readiness 
of the CCF.

3. TImi chief of each detac^iaant peirforisad his task as follewa: 

A. H® md@ a aoathly work plan through a joint meeting with the 
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CONFIIENTIAL 

offioers o£ th® Political DspartaoBt of the appropriate CCF 
organizatioi to which he was attached. 

B» He received a TOnthly requlzwdent report froa the CCF unit 9 and 
set up the plan to eolleet the material^ freai the local citi>« 
zone In need of the CCF unit. 

C. He took the necessary steps for carrying out various Joint events 
on the occasion of natlmal holidays in cobtacts with the CCF 
unit and the local government authorities. 

0 . He aade an effort to Increase a caltaral exchange between the 
CCF unit and adjacent KPAF units the leoal inhabitants. 

£. He submitted a monthly and quarterlj progress report to the 
Political and Cultural Liaison DOparfcnanfc, GPB, KPAF through 
the proper channel^ i.e. 9 the detacliffisnt being atta^ed te a 
division headquarters Just submitted it to a detachment being 
attached te an arsy headquartore. 

F. Ho suggested to the CCF unit concerned the requirements ef the 
local inhabitants by keeping close contacts with the local gcrrerop 
laent or party organizations. 

G. H» requested the local Citizens t© organize floor show groups 

to entertain the Chinese soldiers while he let the CCF unit con- 
tribute various goods and labor to the citizens in return. 

H. He was responsible for giving the 5h3rsoiaiol under his cooaaand 
pelitical inde Ctrl nation el^ss&s according to the text of the 
study distributed by higher echalOas. 

h. The duties Of the organization directors were as follewsj 

A. They assisted their chief in planciag and reporting on a monthly 
basis. 

B. They made an effort to link the CCF units and the Korean local 
ortanizations introdueing tt» staff emmbers of tbe both sides 
whoever the Joint events wet^ to bo held on the eeoaelons ef 
natlmal holidays. 

C. They provided the CCF unit with tha materials predrcad In the 
locality by getting tovush with the local government or social 
o rganizations . 

D. They hslped cooperate with tfea CCF unit for the maintenance of 
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thb unit secttrity introdacinc th« NK affairs offialals 

ths CW saottrity afflears and vleei varsa* Par InstaacA* 
ahaa a Koraan rasidaat aas under suspioion for rabbery by the 
CCF unlt^ the local internal affairs station was raqaaated by 
the CCF unit relying upon the arcanization directors to ineas- 
tigate the ease or to search the «an‘s reeidenea. They efferad 
to the (XJF unit Tarious inforaation rogariing the state of the 
local organisations « geography, and .taactionazy elaiaente who 
night endangef the security of the 0(P units in ^e area. 

E. They played a leading role to set up a plan for rehabilitating 
roads and other public utilities under the joint (Sinc»Sorean) 
project prograns. 

P. They ga'ra the local inhabitants propaganda lectures as well as 
the propagandists on tho subject of the CCF soldiers* outstanding 
and Meritorious perfonaances by participating in actual bettles 

in Korea. 

0. They intei'sediated for tho CCF units • natailal doiMtian %}vei 9 snt 
in favdr of the local citizens. 

5. The propagandiste perfonaed the follesiag tasket 

A. nn(ter the reciprocal cultural exchange ^ograas, they. laobilized 
troup® of Korean folk' dance and arts belonging to tho local coun- 
ties or provincoe to enchant the Oiinase soldiers. They also 
let the Korean dancers and singers tsash tho Chinese soldiers 
Korean dances or songs individually ©r collectively when request- 
ed by the CCF soldiers. In addition, they often etganized teams 
mobilized from the local KDTL circles to entertain the Ch ^ Y>e eg 
soldiers, showing them Kozean folk danceS and songs. 

B. They propagandized by making spsaehos before the public for the 
promotion of friendship between North Koi^ans and the Chinese 
soldiers under mutual cooperation. 

C. The propai^ndists, who were attached to tho CCF dlvisicms, assist- 
ed the propagandists, who were attached to the CCF amy head- 
quarters, ia oonductihg tl^8 aray's emay operation actiritles 
(Chj^kkong Sai^p). 

D. They mde a linkage of the CCF unit and the adjacent KPAP Units 
to let them fulfil various types of joint operations. 

£• They invited the KPAF orchestra to the CCF \init for giving per- 
forrainces to entertain the Chinese soldiers. 
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F. Tb^ avsisttfd tha dhisf of the det^^chaeni in Oolxiaetinc 

politloal IxidoetflaSitloa ol&sses within the detaehiwnt. When 
the chief was absent » one of the propajgandlwtw divetted the

F. They intcodoeed the stories bf the distineaished achleeeuttnts 
nds by the local inhabitants either during the war or In the 
post-<amletice days to the Chinese soldiers ^ v . t® let 
then get acquainted iidth the locality. Sndi stories wars intro> 
duoed in the v\/rit ten texts in Korean. AH official letters sub^ 
oitted by the KPAF Political and Cultural Liaison Departosnt to 
the CCF units were written in Korsdn, and the letters were trans« 
lated into Chinese by intezpraters eaplqywd by the CCF units. 

6. The report director^ who worked at the KPAF Political and Cultural 
Liaison Depertaent attadhed to the CCF group headquarters, perforsnd 
such a duty as rswiewing the reports suhaitted hy the lower echelons 
and coa^dLled a lyalthesiaed repoirt f«r the Political and Cultural 
Llalscna Depatttfintf CP8, KPAF Suprom Cowhand. The dnioportant re«* 
ports suboltted by the lower ectolons ware usually dl^Osed by this 
report direct Sr. Most reports reaehing the PeHtieal and Cultural 
Liaison Departasnt attadied to the CCF arny group headqnarters were 
dixwstly sent to the Political and Culttiral Liaison Ospartnint, OFB, 
KPAF Suprehft Conuand without passing through the KPAF Political and 
Cultural Liaison Departosnt attached to tbs Ooohined CootBand head* 
quarters. 

7. The liaison nen^s duties were as follsiHffsi 

A. Hw acted like a clerk eojxstiaes ^ rewriting the official letters, 
the drafts of whli^ were and® by either organization directors or 
propagandist. 

B. He aade the nessmger runs between lis detaehosnt and the CCF 
unit eoncemed and between his detach itent and other KPAF military 
organ! aations . 

C. He bandied supplies to be iBsued to the of fleers of his detach- 
oent.

6« Those who were assigned to the KPAF Political and CUltu^X Liaison 
Oeparknsats were basically foroed by th.'} Chinese speaking officers, 
however, tfal offibere tdio had been well experienced in diploaaey 
and local adwinistration having sufficient knowledge of the politics 
oould also be assigned even though they could not speak Chinese.

9* They paid their salaried and issi»d uidfoiwd by the QPB# KPAFj 
and they were led by the CCF unit to i^ich they itere attached. 
Cigarettes were offered by the CCF unit. 

Expenses Paid 

10, ailthoa^ the eatlre eatertaiment schedules were aade by the KPAF 

Political and Cultural Liaison Departiaents attached to the CCF units, 
all sMsnses incurrtd during the process of the programs were P*id 
by the CCF units concerned oat of their entertainment budget. Such 
expenses payable were the fellcWlng occsisioasj 

km ilWin onenlng banquets by the CCF ttn3.te in hcaior of the local 
leaders in celebration of the natiwial holidays, such as the 
Hew Isar day and V-J day, 

B. When opening tenquets in honor of tijo local daefort teanra which 
ga-vw the Chinese units entertainment pcrforaancee with songs 
and dances. No cash was paid for the perfhrsmnees^ howarer, the 
varieus goods consisting of soap, cufiar, tewele, tooth-brushes 
and paste, and other Chinese nmnafactured dally necessariee were 
presented to the members of the comfCrt teems. The CCF units 
f#spoildibl 0 for famishing th® vehicle ‘trAftsporta1>iQO x^r 
the Korean visitors on suCh bastnesu. 


C, ’.Then oponing the banquets in honor of the KPAF Circle members 
who visited the CCF units to etfcartsiln the Chineee seldlera with 
songs cod stage shows. 


D. fihwi sfXerlng the coogratulatoiy mgc and banners to tha lecal 
os^anleations in comesmoraticn of tlis eccasioial events,

the CCF authoAtles to economise 20 Bracts of food stuff fO as 

to donate them to the food short families in the areas whors the CCF 
units were looated. Simultaneously, baah soldier was asked to wn- 
ttibuts a piece 6f eld olothiag and giri* it to tha local resi^nbe. 
Subject never observed that any soldier donated ahy goods on his owa 
kll without being asked by the adlltarr authorities.

ing Constractad within the I'asponsible sector of tha CCF unit, the 
CCF unit, baaed on tha plans drawn up bj’ the KPAF Political and 
Cultural Liaison Departnent attached to the unit, took pralinsinary 
surroys for the estiiaation of the aanposar assistance required* 
They nsver exceeded their original plan even if the projects were 
not con^leted within the p>eriod. Such labor assistance was given 
in the follewing cases; 


A. ,Vhen the lait:© scale irrigation projscts were undertaken. 

B. Jfhen the roads and bridges were reccnstncted. 

C. Ihen the schools, theaters, local propaganda offices, and resi- 
dences of the governmental eu^lcqrees wera constructed. 


D. 'i)hon_the rice seedlings were transplanted or the cropped rice 
was thrashed. 

S. Ifhsn the fertilizers, crops or other things in the farm villages 
war© trs.nsporbed from place to place. 


NotEj about one third of the mobilized CCF 

iolilers frankly murmured in tha course of woriting saying «Why should 
the ailitaxy personnel be mobilized in such works and that in the 
foreign country?" 


Spiritial Assistances 

13, The CCF units often invited tlB local residents to show them movies 
or stage shows free of charge. 

111. The CCF soldiers visited all Korean families whose sons and husbands 
wera in the service of the KF^ to offer the bouquets, to which two 
(2) Chinese characters (moaning ; Qloiy) were attached, in 

order to let them be proud of themselves bo have such sons and hus- 
bands. Such drive was conducted on the Now Year’s day or V-J day. 

Friendship Promotion Activities Taken ly the :.;,ocal Organizations 

15, The following activities were taicen by the local government or social 
organizations to express their feelings to promote the friendship 
with the Chinese units in the area; 

A* The local governiuent organizations in'ritscl the representatives of 
tte CCF units stationed in the area in the ceremonias in coaBeae- 
ration of the national holidays. Through such occasions, the 
Chinese representatives were presented souvenirs consisting of 
handkerchiefs, scarves, and typical Korean earfchemvare. 
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B. The local school and KDIL circles oi'ganized vai'ioaa alurs groups 
to perfons their siicws before the Chlnsso soldiers* 

C. The local leading Bombers oftep ESadet their visits to the nearby 
Chinese units to pay their couibQsy, 

D. Xtpon eoopletion of the irrigation or eaibanlownt projects by ■ 
the labor assistance of the Chine ss so Idlers » the Chinese units 
coneernsd were offered by the local governoont aathoritios flags 
of appreciations. At tiassj sonuiKorijs were dedicatod to expeess 
the profound gratitude of the Korean farsars for the labor mobi- 
lization rendered hy the Chinoso mllitaxy organizations* 

E. The asfflbers of tiis local KEYL ased to beautify the compound of 
the Chinese units stationed nearby hy making flcwer-beds or 
planting trees. 

F. The local citizens and students often wrote comfort letters to 
the Chinese soldiers in frc^tline aieas* 


G. The local citizens frequentljr contributed fruits, like apples, 
peers, and peacheA produced by thea^elvee as a £^ans of #onsol- 
ing the Chinese soldiers. 

H. Th© j^abers of the KWTL rendered thf ir fred service in washing 
the laundry of the Chinese soldiers in addition to offering 
various vegetables free of charge.

In presenting various mtarials and vegetables or serving free labor 
to the Chlr.ese soldiers, the HK citizens neraf volunteered to do so, 
but each conduct was done the bitter encourageiaent of the local 
government and social organiaat-ion leadc^rs. Burt, the fartsers who had 
been deeply moved by receiving a great favor from Chinese soldiers 
were considered to be somewhat like the elements of CCF. Therefore, 
the minortSy of the residents seetasd to have been sincere in coaforfe- 
ing th 9 Chinese soldiers, but the aaajojrfty of which did not like them, 
reasonlilg that the ways of living were cifferent iKtween the peoplee 
of the two nations and the paopl© who lived near the CCF sdliiary 
units could not move about the area witl freedom because of the lan» 


guage vaiianaej The farmers happened tc bo emm^t by the Chinese 
guards in tba course of collscting the firewood in the vlcinitj|( of 
the CCF units, iftother point th* oj-dlnary citizens disliked the 
Chinese soldiers was that the CCF military psreonaal cajoled Korean 
fenalos into illicit intefcourse through:, their miterial offers. 

Such bad belBvior paid by ths Chinese soldiers was badly reputed 
in NK. Out of iKUiy misconducts of the Chinese soldiers, the follow- 
ing cases were the true stories 
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A 4 two Chinese platoon leaders ard a battalion coaaaander 

te^nged tette 187th Division, 63rd Arsy were discovered while 
having iUloit intercourse with raarried women, and were demoted 
to privates as the results of a mass trial. According to the 
infic^nt, the above-said officei^s first presented sugar, toi- 
let articles, and other daily necsssaaries manufactured by Com- 
munist China to the Korean women to Glosely associate with them.

P-? belonged to a regimental Iieadq-uarters raped 

a girl who was the chainsin of a village (under P’vs&ech 
I^an^e-namdo) fCDIL Committee. After f,akng Int/AoSm^ 
shot the girl with his rifle, but fortunately the shot alssed, 
so she could save her life. 
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
